| At the last census of the inhabitants of the territory, her 
| population was one hundred and fifty-five thousand ; and from 
| the increased immigration since that period, her present popu- 
j lation may now be estimated to exceed two hundred thou- 
; sand. 
; By the official returns made to the’ office of the secretary’ 
of the territory, of the votes given “for and against State 
| Government,” it appears that a large majority of the people 
| are in favor of a state government. The preparatory steps, 
it would seem, can be taken for the election of a convention 
| to form a constitution and submitting it to the people of the 
territory, as. well as to the congress of the United States, at 
their next session, in time for the admission of Wisconsin as 
an independent state of this Union, as: the next is the com- 
mencement of a mew congress, and a long session of that body. 
| In that event the State of Wisconsin will give her electoral 
voté at the next presidential election in 1848. 

The admission of Wisconsin as a state, will promote the 
Fest interests-of her people ; they will have a representation 
in both houses of congress; they will participate in all the 
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advantages of a government created by themselves, founded 
on,the equal rights of all, and when the expressed voice of 
the people will be the supreme law of the state. The dona-, 
tion of 500,000 acres of land, to which the future State of 
Wisconsin will be entitled, under the provisions of an uct of 
congress entitled “an act to appropriate the proceeds of the 
sale of public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights," approved 


September 4th, 1841, will be greatly lessened in value before , 


Wisconsin becomes a state, as the choice lands have already 
been sold, and the refuse lands will remain, from which the 
selection will be made, unless they are located north of the 
Wisconsin river. " 
The lands granted by congress for schools and a universi- 


ty will not be available until after the admission of Wiscon- . 


sin as a state. Five per centum on the nett proceeds of the 


sales of the public lands sold at the land office in this terri- 


tory, to which the state of Wisconsin will be entitled on her 
admission into the Union, would have paid the expenses of a 
state government for the last five years. 


The people of this territory have paid into the United 
Státes treasury, since the organization of the territorial gov- 
ernment, near four millions of dollars in payment for the 
public lands; and the amount appropriated by congress for 
the improvement of harbors and roads, &c.,in the territory, 
is one hundred and sixty-seven thousand dollars. "This state 
of things will remain as long as the territorial government 
exisis. 

The states of Illinois and Missouri were admitted members 
of the Union when the population of those states did not ex- 
ceed one hundred and thirty thousand inhabitants. In the 
admission of all of the western states, none of them. had a 
populetion equal to the present population of the territory of 


Wisconsin. The future state of Wisconsin will combine as 


many advantages as any other portion of the United States; 
her great extent of territary, the fertility of her soil, the salu- 
hrity of her climate, with commercial advantages unsurpassed 
-on ourinland seas and navigablerivers ; her inexhaustible min- 
eral wealth, composed of lead iron, and copper mines, with the 
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mndst extensive'pine limber región iù the United States, Avith
